Six Men Are Blown Into Eternity 
At a Saw Mill in Daviess 



Bodies Torn Into Shreds and Heads 
and Limbs Separated From 
the Trunks. 

The Awful Disaster Occurred Last 
Tuesday Morning, January

Seeing that I'aris was going to 
turn the water in he ran behind a large 
tree not far distant, and escaped unhurt.

Neodless Destruction Of Life. 

I', w people in the West, mid scarcely 
any in the Kast, have any idea of the 
uniipie manner in which the Navajo In- 
dians have Irninli imine rial caught 

antelopes Thousands ol the b aiitiful 
en MM still abound upon the vast 
lardt lands of N. * Mexico.
